In 
spite of this financial assistance the feel- 
ing was that the market was very weak and 
there were grave apprehensions of a renew- 
al of the panic. Cotton had gone down 110 
points in three days, one more day’s de- 
cline at that rafe would have precipitated 
half a dozen failures. This was prevented 
by the arrangements reached yesterday 
between leading dealers and when the ex- 


| change met this morning it was understood 


that the market would be upheld and that 
an agreement had been made to purchase 
all cotton offered and prevent a decline. 
The telegrams from New York and Liver- 
pool were also reassuring. The exchange 
was crowded at the opening this morning, 
not only with members, but with others in- 
terested in cotton and with visitors who 
expected to see an exciting scene. 

When coton opened at 8.30 for January, 
as against the closing quotation of yester- 
day, it was greeted with a loud hurrah 
from the bulls. 
and all felt that the worst was over. After 
that the day was uneventful. Only once 


did the quotation get down to 8.29, and it | 


slowly but steadily advanced and closed at 
8.48, having nearly recovered from yester- 
day’s decline.

Would Be What Macon Would Have if

Macon, Ga., October 22.—(Special.)—Cer- 
tain enthusiastic and public spirited cit- 
izens of Macon are interested in the de- 
velopment of a great project which, if 
carried to completion, means much for 
the city of Macon. The scheme as reveal- 
ed to The Constitution’s correspondent is 
this: The Southern railway to build a 
large and handsome union passenger depot 
at the foot of Mulberry street, which will 
be used by all trains of the Southern and 
Central systems. This project would, of 
course, cause the abandonment of the 
present depot used by the Southern near 
the intersection of Ocmulgee and Fifth 
streets, and the abandonment of the depot 
used by the Central system on Fourth 
Street. The above scheme carries with 
it the proposition for the Southern to 
buy the Hotel Lanier, on Mulberry street, 
and extend the hotel on the corner of Mul- 
berry and Third streets. To thus enlarge 
the hotel would necessitate the purchase 
of all the property from the Hotel Lanier 
to Davis’s stables at the corner of Mul- 
berry and Third streets. It is said that 
certain property owners are ready to sub- 
scribe $10,000 to the Southern railway to 
carry out the scheme.

LITTLE GIRL KILLED 


The Engineer Mistook Her Bonnet for a 
Bunch of Leaves. 


WAS PLAYING ON THE TRACK 


A Water Commission To Be Appointed 
for Rome—Arranging To Refund 
the Bonds—Other News. 


Rome, Ga., October 22.—(Special.)—One of 
the saddest tragedies in the history of the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus railroad 
was reported today from near Summerville. 

Erwin Daniel and his family live near the 
right of way of the railroad and their lit- 
tle girl two and a haff years old wander- 
ed out there in her play. 

She found the track a pretty place for 
her playhouse and with her little hands 
filled with wild flowers and autumn leaves 
she toddlea on to the track and seated her- 
self between the rails. : 

She wore a little brown sun bonnet which 
Was very nearly the color of the brown 
leaves with= which she was surrounded 
and which deceived the engineer, J. M. 
Ashby, who was at the throttle. 

Hurled Into Eternity. 

When within a few car lengths of the un- 
conscious little one the child turned her 
fwe toward the engine and waved her lit- 
tie hands playfully shaking them at the ap- 
proaching monster. 

The engineer turned sick at heart. 
Clutching the lever he jerked it madly, re- 
versing the engine, but it was too late. 
With a savage leap the big machine was 
on the little prattler. ~ 

She was thrown aside by the pilot like a 
leaf before the wind, before she could 
make a single outcry. 

The horrified engineer and conductor 
stopped the train as quickly as possible and 
went back to the scene of the accident. 

The heart-broken mother had rushed to 
the rescue, but too late, and as she held 
the bruised and broken form to her bosom 
her grief was heart-rending to the inno- 
cent cause of the disaster. 

Physicians Summoned. 

Physicians were hastily summoned and 
all was done that was possible to save the 
precious life, but after lingering a few 
hours unconscious the child passed away. 

Such was the peculiar nature of the acci- 
dent that no blame could be attached to 
any af the trainmen. The company did all 
that could be done and offered to pay all 
the expenses of treatment and burial, but 
that was a small thing compared with the 
terrible grief of the parents of the little 
blue-eyed girl. 

A Water Commissioner. 

Last night the city counril recommended 
the names of E. B. Bosworth, J. T. War- 
lick and W. W. Vandiver as commissioners 
to take charge of the waterworks system 
and adjust the matter of ridding it of debt.

The Mexican Bull-Fighters’ Case Post- 
poned Indefinitely. 

Several times recently Justice Blood- 
worth’s courtroom has been filled with 
Mexicans of the Mexican village who were 
there to hear the case of the bull fighters 
and Manager Porteous, of the Mexican vil- 
lage. ‘Itie case is still untried. 

The hearing has been postponed three 
times and muw has been postponed indefi- 
nitely, or until the horses have been taken 
from the custody of the custom house au- 
thorities. 

This igs the second trouble between the 
bull fighters and Manager Porteous. The 
first was caused. by the bull fighters’ dis- 
charge. When. discharged by Manager 
Porteous the bull fighters decided to start 
up in opposition to the Mexican village. 
course they could not give performances 
inside the exposition grounds, buT just out- 
side they are completing an amphitheater 
in which to give exhibitions of lassoing, 
etc., on a better scale, they Claim, than tn 
the Mexican village..

Porteous interfered with the plans by refus- 
ing to turn over to them the trained horses 
brought hére from Mexico to be used in the 
bull tighting. 

When Mr. Porteous refused to turn over 
these horses Z. Dominguez and Cressencio 
Rodirego instituted a suit. against him to 
get’the horses with their bull fighting trap- 
pings. 

The reason this case has not been heard 
is because of the fact that the custom 
housé authorities still have custody of the 
horses. For this reason Justice Blood- 
worth, for the third or fourth time, refused 
to hear the case this morning until the 
horses were no longer retained by the cus- 
tom house authorities. Why the custom 
house authorities have custody of the 
horses Judge Bloodworth does not know, 
but ‘% does know that a decision of his 
under the existing circumstances would be 
utterly without weight. 

In bringing the horses here the Mexicans 
had to pay. an import duty to the custom 
house, part of which duty will be paid back 
when the horses, are shipped to Mexico. 
This dt.y was paid by Mr. Porteous and 
possibly this is the reason the custom 
house authorities do not let the horses go 
into the hands of the bull fighters,

Everything has been swallowed up in the 
presence of the president. 

Did Not Spurt Last Night. 

The electric fountain did not play last 
night, as announced. It was tested, how- 
ever, and found in good condition, and for 
the first time tonight will be aflame in 
all its glory. The test last night showed 
the pumps, the pipes and all other machin- 
ery connected with it to be in good condi- 
tion. 

Tonight just before the fireworks it will 
be turned off and the heavens will be il- 
lumined. Concerning the fount, President 
Collier has made a statement to the pub- 
lic. Following is the announcement, as- 
suring that the fount will be in operation 
tonight: 

“To the Public: After several weeks of 
unfortunate obstacles and delays, although 
work has been going on night and day, it 
is expected that the twin electric luminous 
fountain ‘Atlantis’ will be operated 
Wednesday, the 23d instant, at dusk and 
hourly thereafter till 10 p. m., and nightly 
thereafter at the same bours.

The proéassidn started on Pryor street 
and moved" @own that street to Wall, then 
along Wall to Peachtree and out Feach- 
tree to ti:e grounds. As the last of the 
troops went by the hotel the ladies, seeing 


fell in and followed to the grounds, 
Order of the Parade. 

As the line siarted it moved off this way: 

Colonel Nash, of the Fourth Virginia 
regiment, marshal of the day, with Gov- 
ernor Atkinson’s staff as escort, moved be- 
hind the platoon of mounted police which 
cleared the streets of all pedestrians, vehi- 
cles and other obstacles. 

Colonel Kendrick and his aids at the head 
of the Fifth Georgia regiment. 

The Fifth Georgia regiment band. 

The Fifth Georgia regiment, five com- 
panies strong, headed by. the bugle corps 
followed by the Atlanta Rifles. 

The gatling gun, of ihe Atlanta Artillery, 
commanded by Captain.Kempton followed 
the Zouaves, the last company of the Fifth 
regiment. 

Then came the Governor’s Horse Guard, 
seventy strong, commanded by Captain 
Dozier. 

Mounted tpon the handsome black, look- 
ing every inch a cavilier, Governor O'Fer- 
rall, surrounded by his staff, twenty strong, 
came. The members of the staff were 
most handsomely uniformed and it Was a 
pretty picture the representatives of the 
Old Dominion made as they moved up 
the street amid the plaudits of the crowd. 


The Cadets in Line. 

Immediately after the governor of Vir- 
ginia and his staff came the Virginia Mil- 
itary Cadets under command of Colonel 
Price, two hundred and thirty strong. 

The cadets were divided into seyen com- 
panies and as they marched over the gran- 
ite paving and over the asphalt they were 
given an ovation. There was not a break 
in the movement of the men, or rather 
boys, for every one of them was a beardless 
youth. Like veterans who had marched 
for months they moved and it was a pleas- 
ure to see them as they filed along the 
street behind the man they recognize and 
love as the leader of the army and navy 
of the state from which they came. Never 
was the worth of the institute made more 


| apparent than it was to the people who 


saw the line yesterday. Though a long, 
hard walk the cadets were as bright and 
chipper when they reached the grounds 
after the march as they were before the 
line had been formed. 

The Fourth Regiment band of Virginia 
followed and it was one of the happv fea- 
tures of the line. The band was uniformed 
in red coats and white trousers and made 
excellent music. 

- Behind the band, the third band in the 
line, came the Fourth Virginia, command- 
ed by Colonel Hodges. 

An Historic Company. 

Then came the famous and historic 
Grimes’s battery over one hundred strong. 

The carriages containing the ladies, 
the gentlemen of the Virginia society act- 
Dping as the escort, came next. 

All along the Line of march the troops 
were given a grand ovation. 

Residences on Peachtree as well as the 
business houses all along the line of march 
were festooned with flags and flowers, and 
the ovations given at points showed the 
Virginians that no other peopie occupy a 
warmer place in the hearts of Atlantians 
than- they. 

At Wilson avenue (jovernor 0’ Ferrall and 
his staff moved along the line in a canter 
unt’l] they reached the head of the column, 
where they remained until they reached 
and entered the grounds. 

The line was one of the longest and most 
interesting that has been seen in Atlanta 
in many a day. It took over fifty minutes— 
nearly an hour—for it to pass a point, anu 
the time consumed in the march from 
the Kimball to the fair grounds was one 
hour and forty-eight minutes. 

It was nearly 3 o’clock when the head 
of the ¢<olumn came to the expos‘tion gates 
and a mighty cheer went up from the 
great throng awaiting the arrival of the 
governor and his party. 

As the gate swung open and the governor, 


JOHN G. CARLISLE, 
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riding ahead of his staff, rode in, the first 
gun from the hills beyond—a hill on which 
a confederate battery once fought hard 
and long—echoed across the grounds. Be- 
tween General Anderson and Colonel Joe 
Lane Stern, the governor rode to a point 
near the Pennsylvania building, in which 
the old Liberty bell is resting, where they 
stopped for a review of the soldiers in line. 
At the edge of the driveway the governor 
halted with the two officers mentioned be- 
side him, the one on the left and the other 
on the right. Immediately behind the guv- 
ernor and his two a.ds were the two mem- 
bers of the staff carrying the two colors. 
It was a happy, pretty picture those who 
were looking on viewed and it was a pic- 
ture every one admired and cheered, 

As Colonel Nash, the marshal of the 
day, came abreast the governor he saluted 
and the governor gracefully lifted his hat 
from his head with his right hand and 
threw the hand upon his left shoulder. 
There it rested, and like a statue the gov- 
ernor rema.ned as one command after an- 
olhner marcoed by, each commanding officer 
salut:ng as he came up. 

The ladies left the carriages and the party 
entered the building, the- governor, the 
ladies from Virginia, the members of the 
governor’s staff, members of the Virginia 
Society and other distinguished guests go- 
ing to the platform, led by Hon. W. A. 
Hemphill. 

Governor Atkinson was escorted to the 
platform at the same time and was given 
a seat beside Governor O’Ferrall. Captain 
Arnall; president of the Virginia Society; 
fivits WW. A. ttemphill, Rev. Dr. Strickler, 
Dr. Hopkins, Rev. Father Keiley, Mr. 
George Bradley, My. Hamilton Douglas and 
Mr. P. H. Snook were given seats in the 
front row, while Mrs. O’Ferrall and Mrs. 
Joseph Thompson were seated near the two 
governors. 

On the right of the platform was the 


>United States flag, placed there by the 


member of the governor’s staff who had 
carried it, while on the left were the colors 
of the Old Dominion. As the band ceased 
a mighty cheer went up for the governor 
and his party and Colonel Hemphill stepped 
forward, caliing upon the Rev. Dr. Strickler 
for prayer. 

Colonel Hemphill stepped forward at the 
conclusion of the prayer and said: 

“It is a peculiar pleasure for me to pre- 
side today, Four of the pest years of my

‘“l have the pieasure of intruducing to 
you our young, brainy and brave governor— 
W. Y. Atkinson.” 

Governor Atkinson Speaks. 

Goveri.ur Atkinson faced the audience 
and addressing those in front of him waved 
his hand toward Governor O’Ferrall, bid- 
ding him and his party a welcome to Gevur- 
gia. ‘The governor spoke for twenty-seven 
minutes and his woras were words of cheer 
and happy greeting to the Virginians who 
had come to Atianta. He referred in the 
tenderest and most loving words to the Vid 
Dominion and the people from it, and told 
of the great love the people of Georgia bore 
the people of Virginia. He recounted the 
close friendship between the people of the 
two states and referfed in the highest 
terms to the worth, the merit and the 
strength of the men Virginia had given to 
the world in all walks of life. He spoke of 
the beauty, love and devotion of the ladies 
of the Old Dominion and declared that they 
were as devoted to their homes on the old 
soil as they were to the men they ioved 
through life. It was a bright, happy run- 
ning sketch he gave of Virginia and of Vir- 
ginians and it was delivered in a most in- 
teresting and captivating style. Time and 
time again the governor was compelled to 
stop while the audience applauded and 
when he sat down the outburst was some- 
thing wonderful. The ladies took it up and 
were as pronounced in their enthusiastic 
applause as were the gentiemen. As the 
governor concluded some one in the throng 
arose and suggested three cheers for the 
governor of "Georgia and they were given 
with a will. 

Mr. Hamiiton Douglas arose and stating 
that Colone? Hemphill had been called away 
to meet the president of the United States, 
introduced Governor O’Ferrall.

The whites of the sout 
are proud of the splendid showing 
made by the blacks at our fair, and 
they are anxious to have them enjoy 
the educational benefits which are con- 
nected with these object lessons in art 
and industry.

The art building Is well worth study- 
ing by those who are seeking to broaden 
their minds. In selecting the pictures 
to be hung Mr. Bradley, who has 
charge of the display, has gone aside 
from the purely aesthetic in art, and 
has sought to arrange it. for educa- 
tional purposes. Nevertheless, the 
purely aesthetic has a place in the 
building, and the result is harmonious 
and inspiring. The intelligent mind 
giving careful study to the pictures 
which Mr. Bradley has secured—and a 
very notable collection it is—will bring 
away with it impressions that will last 
a life-time. 

In short, men of every class, profes- 
sion or trade, cannot fail to find some- 
thing in the exposition to stimulate and 
broaden their minds.

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No Excuse for It. 

There is little use in taxing our peo- 
ple for the support of a jail if men who 
are sentenced to death for murder can 
walk out of the jail office in broad day- 
light and disappear from view. 

This is what Will Myers did Monday 
afternoon, notwithstanding the fact 
that an ablebodied assistant jailer was 
in the office when he made his escape. 
It is impossible to review the circum- 
stances of the case and find the slizht- 
est excuse for this jail delivery. When 
a criminal is contived in jail the officials 
have no right to place him in a posi- 
tion which makes escape possible. They 
have men enough and bolts and bars 
enough to insure the confinement of 
every prisoner until the law opens the 
doors. 

The Myers escape was exceptionally 
disgraceful. The boy prisoner did not 
have to use great violence or resort to 
any artful trick. He simply pushed the 
jailer aside and darted through the oper 
door and vanished. 
| We must have a jail that is a jail, and 
it must be in charge of jailers who 
know their business and make no ntis- 
takes. The affair of Monday  after- 
noon will make the Fulton county jail 
the laughing stock of the country. 

Let us see to it that nothing of the 
kind oecurs again. 
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A Serious Problem. 

A writer in The New Orleans Pica- 
vune says that the most serious prob- 
lem of the age looms up in the existence 
side by side of enormous wealth and 
extensive poverty. 

Out of this state of affairs come niis- 
ery, vice and crime. Dean Farrar well 
says of it: 


When zones of plethoric riches, of self- 
ish luxury, of ~naterializing egotism are 
conterminous with zones of squalid wretch- 
edness and practical heathendom, = such 
juxtaposition, as a wise bishop has warned 
us, tends to produce cyclonés. In almost 
all the great capitals of the world you 
have fashionable churches and millionaire 
congregations, and, close beside them 
masses of torn, lost, ragged, bewildered. 
neglected sheep in the wilderness without 
a shepherd. Two nations are piaced side 
by side; one nation lives in gorgeous palj- 
aces, drives in splendid equipageés, indulges 
in an endless round of banquets and every 
form of material and aesthetic self-induig- 
ence. It breathes perfumed air, is clothed 
in purple and fine linen and fares sump- 
tuously every day. There are splendid 
patches and crimson embroideries on the 
robe of our civilization; but how seamy 
and rugged are the edges of that robe! 
Turn from the priceless superfluities of the 
rich quarters—from the fashionable wor- 
ship and the aesthetic religionism—to 
streets in which there is not one decent 
house or one decent woman, the homes of 
dim pauper generations in which myriads 
pass their miserable lives. Even physically 
the air is foul and loaded with pestilence; 
but morally—who slew all these? Who is 
responsible for these lounging, loafing, 
hulking men—brutes more ‘than men? for 
these dehumanized women? 

The dean’s picture of the situation in 
England is equally applicable to our 
own country, but it was not always so. 
The Picayune writer says: 

Before the civil war there were few 
rich people in the United States and few 
very poor. The paupers were maintained 
in public institutions, and they were al- 
ways persons who were disabled or other- 
wise helpless, so that they could not earn 
a support. There was, perhaps, not a 
tramp in all the southern states, and few, 
if any, in any part of the union. Except 
occasionally, when the business and indus- 
tries of the country were deranged by 
some periodical financial convulsion, there 
were few unemployed people and no over- 
supply of labor. 

As for the rich people, millionaires were 
so few in number that they were regard- 
ed as curiosities, and these, it was under- 
stood, had inherited their wealih or had 
accumulated it by long lives of thrift and. 
industry. Between the extremes of the 
very rich and the very poor there was a 
vast class, comprising the great body of 
the population, and composed of people 
in good circumstances who largely owned 
the homes in which they lived and were 
engaged in trades or professions which in- 
sured them a fair maintenance. 

All the people were reasonably satisfied, 
and there was no desperate Struggle to 
become rich. Hunesty and fair dealing 
were so much the rule that even a rascal 
or thief in public office was an extreme 
rarity. In commercial and financial busi- 
ness a man's word was as good as his 
bond, and everybody was trusted, while in 
nearly every case all were trustworthy. 


These conditions prevailed in this 
country about forty years ago, but how 
is it now? We see more than 4,000 mil- 
lionaires among us, and many of the 
great fortunes of our time were sud- 
denly made by questionable methods. 
Naturally, as a few men concentrate 
the wealth of the country in their hands, 


they squeeze the middle class and

stricken masses. 

It is an unsatisfactory iuaticn: The 
rich are uneasy, and the poor are dis- 
contented and restless. We are losing 
our well-to-do middle class which was 


| formerly the great balance wheel of 


society. 

What is the remedy? It must come 
through a revival of true religion, say 
the preachers. Our statesmen _ practi- 
cally admit that they are unable to 
deal with the problem. Some of our 
long-headed business men give the best 
advice. They say that we should re- 
turn to our old financial system, and 
extend our trade in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can countries and in the orient. If we 
go to work in the right way we can do 
this, and our new customers will take 
our products and keep our industries 
profitably employed for centuries to 
come. By upholding the Monroe doc- 
trine we can win the friendship of all 
the Central and South American coun- 
tries. Then, we can complete the Nic- 
aragua canal and get a short and cheap 
route to all the ports bordering on the 
Pacific. With new markets and new 
life in our commerce and industries we 
can again build up a prosperous middle 
class and make our laborers happy and 
contented. The main work of our 
statesmen should be on this line.

T found he had one great advantage to 
start with—he was able to restrain facial 
expression.

The secret of 
great speakers in the two houses is to keep 
the face absolutely expressionless. 

Great speakers in this country have 
not yet adopted the English fashion 
of expressionless, dummy faces, and 
it is to be hoped that they will not. All 
of our successful orators, from Patrick 
Henry down to the popular speakers of 
today, have been noted for the passion 
and power, humor and pathos and the 
emotional language of their faces. 

An orator without facial expression 
has no more magnetism than a statue. 
He can never sway crowds as our Web- 
ster, Prentiss, Toombs and Grady did.

A Ruinous Policy. 

From the recent report of Hon. Car- 
roll D. Wright, United States commis- 
sioner of labor, it appears that during 
thirteen and a half years the loss to 
employes in establishments in which 
strikes and lockouts occurred amount- 
ed to $190,493,382, and to employers 
$94,825,837. 

lorty-six per cent of the strikes were 
failures, and 10 per cent were partial 
failures. The $190,493,382 lost by the 
employes was a dead loss and will never 
be made up. The suffering, crime and 
loss of life caused by the strikes cannot 
of course be ascertained and stated, but 
it is known that the sum total was ap- 
palling. 

Intelligent wage workers will soon 
come to the conclusion that almost any- 
thing is better than a strike. Half a 
loaf is better than none, and in hard 
times a workingman cannot do a more 
foolish thing than to quit work. 

Wages will fluctuate according to the 
state of the labor market and the trade 
laws of supply and demand. Strikes 
wili not secnre prosperous conditions, 
nor stimulate industry and commerce, 
nor make employers more generous. 
Whether profitable or not, they are gen- 
erally unwise «nd should be discour- 
aged by all intelligent toilers.

Yesterday Morning. 


‘PAID A. VISIT Yo THE FAIR 


He Dropped in Quietly and Did Not 
Make Himseli Known. 


HE WILL STAY HE FEW DAYS 


He Was Greatly ae © with What 
, He Saw at the Expgsition—A 
Talk with Him) 


Un heralded and unaccompanied, but 
with a smile of serene satisfaction on his 
handsome face, Governor T. M. Stone, 
the chief executive of Mississippi, rolled 
into Atlanta yesterday morning at 11:46 
o'clock. 

It was known that the governor of Miss- 
issippi would arrive the latter part of this 
week, but he was not looked for yes- 
terday. The first that was known of the

governor’s presence in the city was when 
an elderly gentleman carrying his own 
baggage in his hand walked up to the 
register of the Kimball house and asked 
for a room. At the same time he intro- 
duced himself to Mr. Warren Leland, the 
manager of the hotel, who immediately 
saw to it that the governor was given 
ane elegant room, notwithstanding the 
fact the sign on the register stated that 
there would be no vacant room until 
Saturday. 

Governor Stone wrote his name on the 
register and went to his room, where he 
remained the forenoon. After lunch, un- 
accompanied, he took the electric cars 
for the exposition going by the Boulevard 
route. He entered the grounds at the 
entrance near the negro building, stopping 
a few minutes to examine the elegant 
palace cars that are exhibited near this 
entrance. 

During the afternoon he saw nearly 
all the exposition buildings. He was much 
interested in the negro building. Walk- 
ing slowly through until he came upon 
the display sent by the negroes from 
Mississippi, he paused a few minutes and 
asked a number of questions of the col- 
ored custodian. 

After leaving the negro building the 
governor visited the woman’s building. 
He also went to the manufactures and 
liberal arts buildings where he spent the 
greater part of the afternoon. 

At 5 o’clock the governor took the South- 
ern train for the city, and immediately 
proceeded to his room, where he spent 
the rest of the afternoon. 

As soon as it was learned that Gover- 
nor Stone was in the city a number co 
gentlemen sent up their cards and were 
received by the governor. It was after 
his return from the grounds when a Con- 
stitution reporter had an interview with 
the governor. 

Personally the governor is a genial south- 
erner, whom it is a pleasure to converse 
with. 

“Well, it was somewhat of a surprise 
to myself that I came to Atlanta so sud- 
denly,’” said the governor. “Only a few 
in Mississippi were aware that I was com- 
ing. I only decided Sunday that I would 
come. 

“I heard the president would be here 
today, so I took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to see him and without notifying 
any one that I was coming took the train 
for Atlanta. 

“This is my first visit to Atlanta in 
&® number of years. There was hardly 
aay Atlanta when I was here last, just 
a short while after the war. The piace 
has grown considerable since I saw it 
last, and from what I have seen of it 
already it strikes me as a large city. 

“I see you have a great many visitors 
in the city and that the exposition is well 
under way. 1 made’a short visit to the 
grounds this afternoon, guoing through a 
few of the buildings. The negro buiuding 
and their exhibit is very good. I saw a 
corner in the buiiding with a display trom 
Mississippi and had a short talk with tne 
negro in charge. 

“Later on 1 went to what I think you 
term the liberal arts building, wiere I 
remained some time. 

“from what I saw of the exposition 
[ was favorably impressed. I only remain- 
ed at the grounds a little while, in fact, 
went out for the purpose of taking a bird's 
eye view of it. 1 am sorry that Mississippi 
is net represented, 1 worked hard in uy- 
ing to get my state ito make an exhibit 
at Chicago, but was unsuccessful cnd be- 
came discouraged. There will be a num- 
ber from Mississippi who will visit the 
fair, but not as many as would have come 
if the state had qyaade an exhibit.” 

Governor Stone asked a numver of ques- 
tions about the city, its principai thor- 
Oughfares and’ its population. iie spoke 
very interestingly of his last visit to At- 
lanta just after the war when there were 
only a few houses and a church where 
the now great metropolis of the south 
Stands. 

As soon as it was learned that Governor 
Stone was in the city, Mr. J. F. O Niel, 
Mr. Fulton Colville and others valled on 
the governor in behalf of the exposition 
board. They were received very cordially 
by the governor. 

Governor Stone explained that he never 
traveled much with his staff ur otherwise 


prcminentiy, and that he was not aware 


until a few days ago that he wouid be 
able to get here President's day. 

Now that it is known that the governor 
ot Mississippi is here he will be treated 
witn due ceremony and taken in charge 
by the exposition board and by the recep- 
tion committee. He will remain in Atian- 


| ta until the latter part of this week.

Despite the incentive of a large reward 
and the general clamor for the capture of 
the young murderer, he remains at liberty 
and it looks us if his whereabouts are a 
mystery unsolvable for the present.

Mardis Admitted Her. 

It seems that Mrs. Kellam visited hly- 
ers with religious motives. It is suid that 
the purpose of Sheriff Barnes’s order was 
to prevent the object of the lady’s visit. lt 
is said that she was refused the privilege 
of entering the jail a short time ago. Wien 
she applied for admission Monday after- 
noon Assistant Jailer Pollock remembered 
that the rules prohibited the admittance of 
the lady except by an order from the sher- 
iff. Acting on that rule the assistant jail- 
er declined to allow Mrs. Kellam to enter 
the door until he had been instructed to do 
so by Jailer Mardis. The latter was in the 
office at the time and he told Mr. Pollock 
to let Mrs. Kellam in, which was done. 

When Mrs. Kellam asked to see Myers 
Mr. Pollock again asked for instructions 
from the jailer and Mr. Mardis told him to 
allow Myers to be brought out in the ot- 
fice. Mr. Mardis was asked about those 
facts yesterday and he admitted the respon- 
sibility for the admission of Mrs. Kellam to

What Sheriff Barnes Says. 


“J want to follow up the trail of Myers 


while it is fresh,” said the sheriff. ‘‘It will © 


be the regret of my life if«Myers succeeds 
in getting away and I have devoted almost 
every minute’s time in an effort to cap- 
ture the murderer. The investigation can 
be as well made a few days from nay as 
tomorrow, and I will take no final action 
until Myers is captured or until it is seen 
that he is not likely to be apprehended. 
Of course the investigation will not be 
delayed long, but the full facts of the case 
will be brought out in time. 

“The jail officials had no right, under 
the rules, to admit Mrs. Kellam to the 
office without a pass issued from my of- 
fice. Positive orders have been in existence 
for some time prohibiting female visitors 
from entering the jail or jail office unless 
they are the relatives of prisoners. In that 
case women have sometimes been allowed 
to see” prisoners in the jail office, 
bit no woman has been allowed 
to visit the jail proper for sometime. The

of praying and talking to the prisoners be- 
came an inconvenience about the jail, and 
upon reficction, I decided that it was best 
that they be prohibited from holding re- 
ligious services inside the walls. The 
prisoners did not show a proper apprecia- 
tion of the efforts of the ladies and the 
conduct of the prisoners became unbearable 
in some instances. For that reason the or- 
der denying them the privilege of the jail 
proper was issued. 


Refused Mrs. Kellam Admittance. 

“Mrs. Kellam called at the jail a week or 
two ago and wanted to go in. The Officials 
at the jail telephoned me asking if she 
should be admitted. Mrs. Kellam desired 
to see Myers, and I asked the jailer if 
she had a permit from Myers’s attorneys. 
On being told that the lady did not have 
the consent of Myers’s aticrney I in- 
structed the jailers to decline to allow Mrs. 
Kellam to enter the jail office. If she ha» 
been entcring the office since that time it 
was without my knowp ledge or consent. 

“Mrs. Kellam should rot have been ad- 
mitted to the jail without an order from 
my office. The rules on that point are 
clear and positive. In the case of Myers’s 
parents, the rule was different. I 
knew that Mr. and Mrs. Myers visited their 
son and that Myers was brought out in 
the office on somte occasions to see them. 
I permitted Myers to see his mother and 
father, but they were not allowed to go 
in the jail proper. This plan was thought 
best. The corridor and prison cell floors 
are not for a lady to visit, on account 
of the half nude condition of the prisoners 
who lounge about. Myers’s parents have 
been allowed to talk to Will in the office 
in the presence of the jailers and others 
who happened to be in the room, but no 
other persons had a right to see him in 
the office or in his cell, under the rule. 
The rules were violated when Mrs. Kel- 
lam was allowed to enter the jail and 
when Myers was brought out of his cell 
to see her.- His escape was, of course, 
directly due to Mrs. Kellam’s visit. 

Lawyers Excepted. 

One exception to the rule of admissions 
at the jail applies to attorneys. Attorneys 
have been allowed to see their clients in- 
side the jail and in their cells. The at- 
torneys are supposed to always have pass- 
es issued by the sheriff, but the rule has 
not been enforced, literally. Some attor- 
neys have been admitted to the jail with- 
out passes. The latter were members of 
the var, well-known by the jail officials, 
at whom no suspicion could be directed. 

Was There a Conspiracy? 

It developed yesterday that Myers’s 
escape was known and planned by other 
prisoners still locked up, if the word of 
latter is worth anything. Jailer Mardis 
said that one of the prisoners told him 
that several inmates of the jail planned 
a@ conspiracy by which five or six of the 
most desperate prisoners in the jail would 
escape. ’ 

The plan was for Myers to work his 
scheme of getting out in the office. The 
other prisoners were to gather about the 
jail door proper when he was admitted 
from the corridor to the jail office. As 
Myers passed through the door he was to 
knock Jailer Mardis duwn and quickiy 
pull the iron bolt which locks the door, 
allowing his cenfederates to follow nim 
into the office. 

The scheme was to be worked in the 
event that ro one was in the office, ex- 
cépt Jailer Pollock.- The latter was con- 
sidered a slight impediment to the scheme 
and the prisoners regarded it as a slight 
matter to put him out of the way and 
escape through the front door. 

‘ine scheme of wholesale delivery was 
told to jailer Mardis by Charlie Chisholm. 
Jailer Mardis says that Chisholm admitted 
to him that their scheme was planned and 
that it was thwarted only by the unex- 
pected presence of Jailer Mardis in the 
Office. Jailer Mardis says that he was 
standing near the jail door when Pollock 
let Mvers throvgh it into the office. He 
says that he noticed Mvers look at him 
as he etepped through the door. 

The jailer seemed to believe something 
of Chishotm’s story. He crdered Chis- 
holm and the other men implicated in 
the desperate scheme locked up in their 
cells yesterday and they were not altowed 
their usual freedom about the jail corri- 


dor. 
Gathered at the Door.

Jailer Mardis said that he did not have 
any too much confidence in Chisholm,

He says that some of 
the men in the office noticed the prisoners 
at the door about the time Myers passed 
througr it 

Chisholm implicated himself, T. _ S. 
Janes, Will Ficken, Jones and Feltman, 
all prisoners in the scheme to escane with 
He said that 
Myers sending for Mrs. Kellam was a 
part of the general plan. By receiving 
a visit from her Myers would have an 
opportunity to pass through the door and 
knock Jailer Pollock down before he real- 
ized what happened. : 

Chisholm maintained that Myers had a 


cell and that Pollock was to have heen 
hit with it. The gun was then to have 
been used in the event that the free es- 
cape of the men named was hindered. 
Chisholm and his pals were greatly dis- 
comfited by the turn of affairs yester- 
day. It is said that they complair<«d of 
the treatment accorded them and the 
privilezge allowed Myers. Chisholm told 
the jailer that he would do just as Myers 
did if he got a chance. It is not likely 
that he will have such an inviting oppor- 
tunity as did the bov murderer. 


Who Aided Myers? 

That Myers had friends outside to aid 
him in his escape there seems to »e no 
doubt. The possibility of his having got 
away without help seems to be remote. 
How a prisoner confined closely for over 
a year could summon sufficient strength 
to enable him to run out of town is not 
easily explained. Had he attempted to 
run through tie streets to the suburbs and 
safety his strength world have failed htm. 
according to those familiar with such mat-

FAMOUS SCHOLAR DEAD. 


Dr. Kendrick, the Great Greek Teacher, 
Died Yesterday. 

Private dispatches received in Atlanta 
announce the painful death of Rev. A. C, 
Kendrick, D, D., of Rochester, N. Y., on 
the night of the 2ist instant in the eighty- 
sixth year of his age. 

This eminent scholar and divine was 
the uncle of Mrs. Alexander Wyly Smith, 
of this city; Mrs. Sallie E. Gray, wife of 
Dr. Gray, United States army, and Mr.

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The Congestion of Cotton the Result of 

Wild Speculation of Americans 
‘ To Make Cotton Touch 10c. 

New York, October 22.—Mr. John Inman, 
who is credited with having made more 
than a quarter of a million of dollars out 
of yesterday’s sensational break in cotton, 
gaid in an interview today: 

“The congestion of cotton which has tak- 
en place for the last several weeks, and 
which culminated last Wednesday, was the 
result of wild speculation of Americans to 
carry the price to 10 cents, 

“Prices were carried so high last week 
that it was perfectly apparent to any sensi- 
ble man who is accustomed to deal in cot- 
ton tliat if he wanted to operate at all 
there was nothing to do but shut his eyes 
and sell. Regardless of what the crop is 
likely to be cotton was carried entirely too 
high, at least for the time being. Keac- 
tion came more quickly and sharply than 
any of us expected, but with this enormous 
liquidation the atmosphere will gradually 
clear and the movement of prices will now 
be regulated by the volume of receipts and 
the probabie outcome of the crop. If the 
crop 1s only 6,500,000 waies, as many honest 
and well informed men appear to believe, 
cotton in my opinion will work back to the 
neighborhood of 10 cents before the season 

is over. 

“I thougnt for some weeks that the 
market estimate of the crop, which we can 
make is the mean of these figures, & e., 
6,750,000 bales. Holding this view, 1 believe 
that after this shakeup is over. we will 
have gradually hardening markets and 
land near 9 cents. 

“If I was a consumer of cotton or spinner 
I would commence at this price and grad- 
ually accumulate my stock of cotton for 
the season. 

“It is difficult to gauge the amount of 
weak long cotton yet to come on the mar- 
ket, but my judgment is that whatever 
there is will come out at some time this

Tie Session Will Be Called at 10.0’Clock 
and Work Began,

MEMBERS ARRIVED YESTERDAY 


Ee RRR een atten 


They Are Ready for Business and Will 
Get Into Harness Immediately. 
The Session This Morning. 


The legislature of the state of Georgia 


convenes in regular session at the capitol 
today. 


There is nothing in the law fixing the 
hour for the meeting, but in view of the 
fact that the business of the day is purely 
routine and that all of the members of 
the legislature want to get through as early 
as possible so that they may take part in 
the exercises of the day at the exposition, 
the officers of both the senate and the house 
have called the meeting for 10 o'clock. 

A number of the members reached the 
city during the day and there will be a 
full attendance when the gavels of presid- 
ing officers drop this morning. 

During the day the house committee on 
elections went into the further consider- 
ation of the contest from Douglas county. 
Coionel Fouche, of Rome, is presiding 
over this body. He is vice chairman of 
the committee as originally appointed and 
by the resignation of Colonel Harrison, 
of Quitman, takes his place as chairman. 
The members of the committee who 
are present are: Fouche, chairman; Cald- 
well, Mansfield, Giles, McDaniel, Gilreath, 
Polhill, Hall, Williams, Hogan, Wynne, 
Johnson, Holbrook and Longley. 

The committee first decided in favor ofa 
new election, but the case was reconsider- 
ed and held up for decision at this session, 
the request coming from both sides. 


Possible Legislation Outlined. 

Among the prominent arrivais of yes- 
terday was Senator Boyd, of Lumpkin 
county, Who is chairman of the senate com- 
m.ttee On temperance, and who in that 
capacity will lead the fight for the tem- 
perance bill in the upper house. This will 
be one of the notable fights of the ses- 
sion. The contest will first come on in 
the senate where a bill has been favorably 
reported by the committee. 
Senate's table, from which a majority vote 
will take it up tor consideration. This 
is not the bill which was first introduced 
in the house by Mr. Bush and therefore 
bears his name, and which was almost at 
the same time introduced in the senate 
by Mr. Boyd, but is the committee’s 
substitute. it differs in some respects 
from the original, but has the same general 
idea pervading it, that is, the dispen- 
sary. The. indications at the last session 
pointed quite stronely to the passage of 
this bill. As its originators were instru- 
mental in indefinitely postponing it 
there is no reason to believe that the at- 
tiitude of the upper house has changed. 
During the vaca.ion the temperance peo- 
ple throughout the state have been mak- 
ing a vigorous canvass and an energetic 
warfare, and they think they have succeed- 
ed in greatiy strengthening their position. 
Whether they will be able to make good 
these claims or not is another question.

This will 
probably take the shape of a special com- 
mittee or a svpeuiak cOmmission whose 
duty it shall be to make a study of the 
penitentiary system, and of the systems in 
operation in other states and report tneir 
finding to the next legislature. ‘The queés- 
tion is one too big to admit of its being 
seitied by any commission, but the object 
of this body will be to secure information 
upon which the next legisiature can act. 
bome very important suggestions Will be 
Made by the advocates of the _ public 
schools. 1 have heard of several bills b«anrr- 
ing upon this subject. Mr. Pelhill, of Bibb, 
has a bill providing tor additional taxation 
and the local suppurt of the public schools, 
This is on the iine of the fameus Bibb 
county system and it grows out of the sug- 
gestion made by the teachers’ association 
at its Brunswiek meeting and by the coun- 
ty school commissioners, on Commissioner 
Glenn’s advocacy, when they met here re- 
cently. This wiil be the principal chanze 
proposed in the present law. The advocates 
of this change believe that it will bring to 
the schools the money which is needed for 
the development of the system ani will 
also greaily increase local interest in the 
scheccis. 

The subject of school books is sure to 
loom up. The bill introduced in the last 
house by Mr. West, chairman of the educa- 
tional committee, is still in the hands of 
that conmimiitee and will probably receive 
favorabie report. This is on the line of the 
uniformity of text books. There promises 
t) be a hard fight on it. One that is famil- 
iar, not only here in Georgia, but in other 
s.ates says there is strong opposition to the 
bili in its present shape. 

Some legislauon wiil be enacted on the 
Pension question. This is made necessary 
especially by the large number of applicants 
for state aid under the new pension act. 
There stand approved in the office of the 
pension clerk over two thousand applica- 
tions under this act, with an appropriation 
for only five hundred. Just what will be 
the action of the legislature cannot, of 
course, be prophesied, but the indications 
are that an additional appropriation sufii- 
cient to meet the demands will be made. 

There will be several new faces in the 
house. Captain Turner takes the place of 
Colcnel Harrison asthe representative 
from Quitman county; Mr. Hammond suc- 
ceeds Mr. Barnes, of Ricnmond, and Mr. 
Willink takes the place that was filled by 
the late Joe Doolan, cf Savannah, 

For National Aid. 

‘The state school commissivner in his re- 
port, which has just been filed, comes out 
in strong advocacy for national assis- 
tunce for-sottthern schools. He presents 
sume highly inieresting statistics bearing 
on this subject. In his advocacy of appli- 
cation for national assistance the commis- 
sioner says: 

“For one, I believe that our legislatures 
in the south should insist upon appealing to 
the general governme4nt for national aid to 
education, We are taxed to support the 
gcneral government; we are taxed to sup- 
port our local and state governments, we 
are taxed to pension the federal soldiers, 
we are taxed to pension our own soidiers; 
we are taxed to educate our own childrpn, 
and we are also taxed to educate the ¢ il- 
dren of the colored people. It seems to me 
that the time has come for the general gQv- 
ernment to come to our aid in the education 
of the children, ‘The figures which I pre- 
sent in another place from the report of 
the commissioner of education at Washing- 
ton show how great is the difference in the 
amounts spent for éducation in the north 
and education in the south. The people in 
the north and west have grown strong and 
great financially, while we of the south 
have been struggling for thirty years to ral- 
ly from the ee loss of groperty 

ccasione e war. 
ae the census of 18% the six 
New England states with at area of 66,465 
square miles and a population of 4,700,745 
had an assessed valuation of $3,557,917,605.

The same fate of taxation that 
would > a ten Months’ sehool in the 
north will only provide for a three and 
one-third Months’ school ft the south. 

‘Now then, Inasmuch as the general gov- 
ernment freed the black man and in setting 
him free left the south so fmpoverished 
that she was not able adequately to edu- 
cate her own children and far less ade- 
quately to furnish education for the negro, 
it seems to me that general govern- 
ment should come to our aid in the struggle 
that we are making to Wft up the biack 
man’s children along with our own. It is 
marvelous that we have accomplished 
what we have under all the disadvantages 
that have been about us. I cannot be- 
lieve that the powerful and prosperous 
north and east and west would fail to urge 
upon the general government to come to 
our aid in our efforts to elevate the colored 
children along with our own children, if 
the matter were placed before the country 
in the proper light. The only aid that 
has come to us in ovr strugele to lift up 
the black Man has come through private 
beneficence, but I @o not believe that this 
great problem should be left to be solved 
by the southern people along with such pri- 
vate benevolence as may voli wecrily come. 
We cannot afford to leave the negro fn the 
south without giving him education. A 
strong writer has well eaid: “If in the 
body politic there are dregs of misery, 
whether emanatmg from misfortune or 
from vice, they must be purged away or 
they will potson the whole body. The 
cures of rotting garbage in the alley pol- 
lute the roses which kiss the cheek of 
nocence in the mansicns of the rich.” 
Dickens has graphically said: ‘“There is not 
an atom in Tom’s slime, not a cubic inch in 
any pestilential gas ‘in which he 
lives, not one i  gobseenity or deg- 
radation about him, not an ignorance, not 
a Wickedness, not a brutality of his com- 
mitting, but shall work its retribution 
through every order of society up to the 
yroudest of the proud, and the highest of 
the high.”” We cannot afford in the south 
to. leave the negro in ignorance. If he is 
to remain here he must be educated. The 
only safety to our homes, the only safety 
tO our Women, the only safety to our pub- 
lic and private institutions is to elevate the 
colored man out of his animal proc nsitiez 
and his natural infirmities. ‘The oly rem- 
edy fcr Ivnching in the south is to be 
feund through the schoolhouses where the 
ecicred man is to be lifted up and out of 
his national infirmities. 

i believe, therefore, that there should be 
a strong appeul to the general government 
from all cur legislatures in the south for 
national aid to education.

National Association of Sanitary Inspec- 
tors Organized Yesterday. 


WAS CALLED BY CHIEF VEAL 


| Permanent Organization Will Be Com- 


pieted Today—wetaiis of Yester- 
day’s Session. 


In the preliminary organization of the 
National Sanitary Association yesterday 
morning at the council chamber a@& mvuve- 
ment of great importance was set on foot 
aud one of which the benents wiil become 


immediaieiy apparent, 

Upon the caii of Sanitary Inspector Veal, 
of this city, some of the best known men 
in the country in the lines in which they 
are engaged, gathered at the council cham- 
ber to torm the National Sanitary Associa- 
tion and to hold its first meeting. There 
weré present about twenty or thirty men 
trom aii parts of the country, who are in- 
terested in this work, among the numbel 
being Drs. McKea and Avery, of this city; 
Cc. i. Hoadley, of New Haven, Conn.; Dr, 
F. O. Young, of Lexington, Ky.; Dr. KE. A. 
Wiison, of Meriden, Conn.; Ur. Wallace 
Sibiey, of Rochester, N. XY.; Vr. F. A. Jew- 
ett, of Krookiyn, N. Y¥., and Inspector \ eal, 

‘the object of the new organization is to 
secure uniform regulations lor the quaran- 
tining of contagious diseases; the adop- 
tion of the most improved methods of dis- 
posing of night soil and garbage in aii cities 
and in a general way lo disseminate among 
the men engaged in sanitary work siatis- 
tics and such information as will aid them 
in the performance ol their duties. 

The meeting was called to order at 2 
o'clock by Mr. Veal, who briefiy stated the 
object and purpose of the gathering and 
concluded by introducing Mayor King. The 
mayor, after speaking of the heaithtul 
climate and conditions of the city of At- 
lanta, welcomed the visitors for 
and in the name of the municipality and 
extended to them the hospitality of the 
city, hoping that they might inspect its 
Sanitary department minutely in order that 
they might be beter able to do the work at 
home which we are doing, or that We may 
have the benetits of such improvements as 
their inspection leads them to suggest. 
After the speech of the mayor, a tempora- 
ry organization was perfected by the elec- 
tion upon motion of Dr. McRea, of Dr. Wal- 
lace Sibley, of Rochester, N. Y., as tempor- 
ary chairman. Dr. F. A. Jewett was cheer 
temporary secretary and a committee con- 
sisting of Inspector Veal, Dr. F. A. Wilson 
and C. E. Hoadley, was appointed to draw 
up a constitution and bylaws. 
The association then adjourned until 9 
o'clock this morning, at which time there 
is expected a large delegation trom other 
cities who had not reached here in time 
for the meeting yvesterday. 

After the meeting vesterday morning its 
attendants made a tour of the city in car- 
riages under the chaperonage of Inspector 
Veal, who in the afternoon took his visitors 
to the exposition. During their stay the 
Sanitary people will accept Mayor King’s 
invitation to inspect the workings of the 
healtn department of this city, visiting the 
various dumps and the crematory. It is 
said that a barbecue is an item of the pro- 
gramme of entertainment.
